4 And firft, I fiad. a generat Charge upin 
the Agembly,. that they appointed 1 Faft 
without acquainting or confulting the Pur- 
liament, and atterit had been voted againft 
_ there, with this Addition, that the Defign 
“of this Fatt was to pray azainft the Upion, 
ae excite the Pevple to oppote it. 
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NATION. 


That the Parliament nated the Subjeé& 
of a Faft, istrues and that ic was declin’d 
there, as not having beaia mov'd by the 
Chazch, whofe Commifficn was thea fitting, 
and whofe Buline(s it was, is likewife true 5 
but that the Faft was rejected in the Houle, 
is wot true. 

The Commiffion were fo far from thwart- 
ing the Parliament in this, that whereas the 
Houfe feem’d to think a generai Faft not 
convc.ient, they only appointed it in the 
feveral Presiyteries, leaving the Time and 
Day to thernfelves 5 in the Com:r'Mfion ap- 
pointing this Faft, ‘there was-not the leaft 
Wore, &xpreffion, Intimation, or any Man- 
ner of Hint given againft the Union 5 but to 
confefS Natiezal Sins, and co pray to God 
to direét the Parliement in their Procced- 
ings the Matter of the Union, fo as 

might 
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might iffue to his Glory, and the Good of 
both Kingdoms. 

In the folemnizing this Faft, et which J 
was prefert, \ neither heard, mor bave I 
met with uny body elfe that has beard, any 
thing like {editious or tumul:uary Expref- 
fions, but a general ftriét Adherence to the 
publick Dire&tions—— If any Indifcretions 
appear’d in any Place by the Warmth of 
particular Perfons, I would have no body 
take too much Notice of thar, left i be a- 
ble to direét them HOME to their Difad- 
vantage; nor can it any Way affeét the 
Church of Scotland in general, it it had been 
fo. 

I come now to their fecond Addrefs— 
The Overture for the A& had been read in 
the Parliament, and was fuddenly to be de- 
bated there; again&t which Time they 
thought reafonable, by Way of Addrefs, to 
lay the following Heads before the Parlia- 
ment.

*¢ Condition of Accefs to Places of Truft, 
** and to Bencfices from the Crown, all of 
* our Communion muft be debarr’d from 
¢ the fame, if notin Scotland, yet through 
* the reft ofthe Dominion of Britain, which

- ‘Thefe are the Articles which the Com. 
‘mifhon of the Kirk prefented to the Parlia- 


Z ment, and whichfome People ftruggle to 
- find {uch Fault with, as if the Kirk of Scot- 


‘und {mould intermeddle by it, with the 
Church-Settlement as eftablifhed in Eng- 
land. 

To clear up this Point, “tis neceffary to 
ook back a little Way on the Pofture of 
" Affairs on both fides ; in which perhaps a 
" great Deal of Room maybe found for more 
favourable Conftruétions of the thing, chan 
the Perfons, I mention, makeof it, and the 
“Ground of Jealoulie be entirely taken 
away. 

. The Presbyterian Eftablifhment in Stot- 
and is the Purchafe of the Revolution, next 
inder God’s Providence ; and the Memory 
ot King Wiliam, however induftrioufly by 
-fome People reproach’d, will ever be dear 
to the Scots Nation on that very Account, 
asunder GOD he reftor’d to the King- 
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dom of Scotland their Liberty of Religion 
and eftablifh’d it on Foundations at Feaft 
equally lafting wich their Civil Rights, and 
included together with all their ruin’d Li- 
berties in their Claimof Right, which by 
their Laws fince made, is contirm’d with 
all the Sanétion and Solemnity pi ffiole, and 
made High-Treafon for any one to impugn 
or infringe. 

Y am not difputing here any Point of 
Religion, “tis not tomy purpofe, nor thall 
1 argue the Civil Right of their new Eftab- 
lifimeat—’ Tis the Eftablifhment they have 
erecicd by Vertue of their Demand to the 
Prince of Oranges they had the fame Right 
to demand it, as we had to demand ours. 
The Claims of Right of both Nations are 
built on the fame Foundations, and cone 
firm’d by equal Authority. 

But what puts it beyond all Difpute, is, 
thatit is the Settlement, on the Condition of 
which their Crown was accepted by King 
William and Queen Mary, and is now en- 
joy’d by Queen ANNE And therefore 
*cis the Settlement on the Foot of which 
they ought to be govern’d, and are govern- 
ed, with a general Satisfaétion to the whole 
Country, a few Diffenters excepted, of 
whom, of their Condud, Manner and Treat- 
ment by the Kirk, I hall fpeak by it felf, and 
perhay’s clear the Church of Seotdand in that 
Cafe from fome Reproaches, which few 
pei in England think fhe can beclear’d 
0 


Scotland being, thus legally eftablith’d, as 
we do not in England pretend to objeét a- 
gainft her Settlement, fo neither does Eng- 
land defire to invade it, the QUEEN has 
been pleas’d to add to them frequent grae 
cious and repeated Affurances of maintaine 
ing and fupporting their Church-Govern- 
ment, as by Law eftablifh’d, and at laft on 
the Suppoficion of this Eftablifhment to be 
continued and confirm’d, the Treaty of U- 
nion is begun. 

In the Treaty there is not one Word.of - 
the Church concern’d, it being an exprefs. 
Preliminarv, thatthe Treaters fhould not 
meddle with that Affair, but cither Parlia- 
ment are left to fettle their refpedive 
Churches by Aéts of Parliament, which af- 
terward being incorporated into the Trea- 


ty, 


ty, become part of the fame, and are the 
Foundation of the Union. . Thus both 
Churches are effettually and equally eftab- 
lifhed. : 
In order to fettle this Matter on the Part 
of Scotland, their Parliament being now 
fitting, the Overture of an A@ for the Se- 
curity of the Church was prepar’d, of which 
the laft Paper gave you the Draught. ° 
-:The Commiffion of the general Affembly 
at the fame time ficting, the faid Overture 
being debated among them, fome were 
pleas’d to think, that in Point of Con{cience 
they were bound, with Refpeét to the dif- 
ferent Circumftances of the Churches, to 
make fome formal Declaration of their dif- 
fenting from.fuch things, as this Union 
would confirm At the fame time it 


‘does not at all follow, either chat they are 


refolv’d not to unite on other Terms, or 


‘that any Endeavours are thereby defign’d 


by them againft the Church of Englend. 

In Purfuanice of this, their Articles ap- 
pear rather as a..Proteft or Teftimony of 
their not being Parties, to what by their 
own Principles they have difavow’d and 
depos’d in their own Church. 

Tocome to the Point more dire&ly, the 
Church of Scotland has profefs’d themfelves 
Presbyterian in Difcipline, they have depos’d 
Epifcopacy, and remov’'d it entirely from its 


‘Government in their Church. 


“FEbe Church -of .England is eftablifh’d 
upon the Foundation of Epifcopacy, and 
that Foundation is tu be eftablifh’d by the 
Union. 

Fhefe two Churches are now to unite — 


‘Te cannot he expeftéd, that the Church of 


Seosiand, by uniting with Eugland, fhould 
be: fuppos’d either to approve an Epi/copal 
Eftablifameat, or put their Hands to the 
confirming that io a Neighbour Kingdom, 
which, they have’ pull’d down in their own. 

Nor does the Church of England want 
this approving or confirming, the Nature of 
the Union does not ov either fide require 
it; bur leaves either Charch to eftabliih a 


_ cil Friendfhip.aod as for any Approba- 


riod, fuch a Eriendfhip may. feem to imply 
on either fide, the Formalicy of a Protefta- 
tion exonerates and difcharges eituer 
Church trom the Imputation,and chisis the 
Sumo: the Matter, as will appear more 
ikrpely inournext. =
